Hopeless Cause 
Supreme Allied headquarters in 
France confirm that American troops 
east of Paris, have swung northward 
and 
reached 
the 
Marne 
riv e r- 
famous battle field of two World 
war®. This means that the western 
Allies are well set to carry out a 
flanking movement against the G er­ 
mans above the Seine river and 
along the coast 
of the 
English 
channel. 
The Hitlerites must begin their 
great, withdrawal northward toward 
Belgium and their own

This city is the anchor of this 
powerful defensive line to which the 
Kakis are clinging for dear life 
When that Vistula line cracks, the 
Germans will have nothing to shield 
them from, the Red storm.

'Will begin the great Nazi race for 
the frontier of tlx Reich, and as 
things, now stand it. wouldn’t be sur­ 
prising to see Hitler running for 
shelter on both fronts at the same 
time 
It looks as though the Russians 
during the recent, comparative lull 
had brought their extended com­ 
munications up and got set for 
further wide-scale offensive oper­ 
ations which now are getting under 
way.

WELL IN STATE i 
WITH VICTORY 


Titusville. 
Pa., Aug. 28 
(AP) — 
America's petroleum industry, whose j 
lowly birth occurred here 85 years 
ago with the drilling of the Drake 
well, today wore the Navy’s accolade 
as “the'greatest single factor in the 
Allies’ march to victory.”

Admiral

Young, paymaster general and chief 
of Bureau of Supplies ahd Accounts, 
in a radio talk last night described 
America’s ability to produce vast 
stores of oil not only for herself but 
for her Allies as a ‘ magnificent j 
job." 
His talk from New York was in j 
conjunction with the 85th anniver­ 
sary celebration of the drilling of 
the historic well—the first in Amer­ 
ica. 
Many at Ceremony 
Recounting of stories connected 
with the accidental discovery of 
oil near here in 1859 occupied hun­ 
dreds of visitors to Drake Well Me­ 
morial park, established 
in 1935 
by the American Petroleum Insti­ 
tute and now owned by the state 
One was this: 
W, A. (Uncle Billy) Smith, of 
Salina. Pa., was operating a drill 
on a hot Saturday afternoon, Au­ 
gust 27. 1859. when it dropped into 
a crevice at a depth of 69 feet from 
the surface and slipped down six 
Inches. 
It didn't seem to mean 
much of anything—the men pulled. 
out the tools and went home. 
Next morning “Uncle Billy" visit­ 
ed the well, peered into the pipe 
ahd saw a dark fluid floating on top 
of 'the water within a few feet of 
the derrick floor.
